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In the area betweon Tumen (129-49, 42-58) and Huining (129-45, 42-26) the general 
policies which govern the political and economic life of the people are made by 
Ao P. Ivanov, Sovist High Commissioner representing the USSR Far Eastern National 
Defense Peoples! Committee. The exact location of Ivanov's office is unknown. 
Ivanov organizes and directs the various governments in the area so that Seviet 
orders and policies are carried out.

University, Moscow. The main policies TS5'AI and other officers of the municipal 
government have to inaugurate and coordinate are:

To coordinate the political and economic policies, the pao-chia ((%. % ) systen 
is being utilized and strengthened. Tho paso (ih } leader Ss called a chairman 
or a director and the chia (‘? ) leader is called a work leader. The full 
responsibility for a successful farming quota and political education is placed 
directly on the respective leaders. However, the municipal government and the 
Public Peace Bureau (Police) direct and supervise most political activity. 


do A great many of the landowners and wealthy business men were executed by the 
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People's Court in 1946. In early 1947 the People's Court was replaced by the 
Judicial Court organized under the Public Feace Bureau. The policy followsd 
by the Judicial Court was to eliminate by execution all former landowners. 
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This policy was designed to demonstrate to the people the equitable distri~ : 
bution which follows a Communist revolution. ‘The Judicial Court recently purged 
all those people suspected of being reactionary or liberal. The court has 

declared that liberal} am is a state offense which is punishable by death. 

Following the purge, the cleanip of reactionaries and liberals was a, deemed con 

plete and the court declared that successful Sovietization of the people had 
accompanied the purge. In line with this, legislation was enacted whereby the 

death penalties for state crimes, formerly decided by the Court were reduced to 

long term punishments at hard ‘labor. 


Political education, or "thought education" for the people is held sach Sunday . 

Sunday has been officially declared "education day" by the governmental. authorities, 

The "thought education" is carried out through the pap-chia system. In this way 

all of ‘the people may be redched.
